2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Recorded 
Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the process steps of 
manufacturing a semiconductor device as recited in the base claims 1, 2, 1 1 and 12: 
including forming a second wiring connected to the exposed portion of the first wiring 
and extending over the surface of the second supporting substrate; forming a protection 
film on a surface of the second wiring by spray coating; and forming an opening in the 
protection film at a predetermined position to expose the second wiring. Recorded Prior 
Art also fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the process steps of 
manufacturing a semiconductor device as recited in the base claims 5 and 6: including 
forming a second wiring connected to the exposed portion of the first wiring and 
extending over the back surface of the semiconductor wafer; forming a protection film 
on a surface of the second wiring by spray coating; forming an opening in the protection 
film at a predetermined position to expose the second wiring.
